WE GO BACK A CENTURY. 


No one could deny the personality 


of these men. 
You might or might 


not like the kind of personality, but 
the quantity of It you had to con- 
cede 
The passing of these men is 


the passing of an era 
We are back 


into th» last century, In Harding we 
are back to McKinley, Garfield, and 
Rutherford B. Hayes. 
For Cox, we 


have no precedent among the presi- 
dents. 
Coi is a smart fellow, bent 


on success, 
financial, politics, and 


otherwise. 


However, for adequate considera- 


tion of the personalities of the two 
candidates, we must wait until there 
is more time, for reflection. 
For the

But the fact Is 
that the Democrats aren't any more 
virtuous than the Republicans—they 
ere merely less business-like. The 
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low deficits to accumulate. 
either have the

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Republicans have money because the 
Republican management has handled 
things with business-like , Qualities 
and business-like qualities include 
forehandedness. 


The fact IB th»t in the four years 


since 1916. the Democratic National 
Committee has received and spent

In another respect, the Republicans 


have been more efficient than 
the 


Democrats. The Democrats have just 
changed their national chairman. A 
new chairman comes along without 
any experience in managing the or- 
ganization. 
He must gret together 


the funds necessary to run the cam- 
paign, and must do it quickly, because 
the election is less than three months 
away. He can hardly do it. It is 
physical impossibility to get an ef- 
'ectlve machine under way in proper 
:tmp. The Republicans, however, wer 
much more forehanded. More than six 
months ago the Republicans had an 
nformal agreement among themsel 
ves to the effect tnat no matter who 
the candidate should be, Will Haj 
should be the national chairman Th 
result was that Will Hays was abl 
to look forward and plan. He was 
albe to lay out a skeleton organization 
and within a week after the Republi 
can Convention he was able to hav< 
an efficient machine working in per- 
fect order.

on. Mr McAdoo declares there mus 
be pitiless publicity for all conirl 
buttons. That is sound ei.ough, bu 
bioadly speaking, an experienced re 
porter is not able to get as excite 
about the matter of money contn 
bution as the politicians try to mak 
the public believe they are.

speaking, both parties and all poll 
ticlans get as much money togethe 
as they can. If the Republicans ge 
more it Is only because they go aboti 
the collecting of it In a more buslnea 
like way. The facts will show tha 
the Democrats have received and hav 
spent more money in the past £ou 
years than the Republicans have.

Changes made in the rules affect

amateur and professional definitions, 
the standardized ball and other minor 
details 
All of these changes take 


effect September 1 of this year, with 
ths exception of the standard 
ball 


ruling, which will go into effect in 
May, 1921 
DEFINE PROFESSIONAL 


The new rules in brief form are as 


fol'ows. 
<• 
"Professional definition: One who 


after attaining the age of 16 years, 
has carried clubs for lure, received 
any consideration, either directly or 
indirectlv, for playmc or for teach- 
ing the game, or for placing in a 
match or tournament, or for a money 
prize In any tournament 
No cne who 


has been a professional for five years 
or more shall be eligible for rein 
statement" 


An amateur Is ore/who has not 


dore any of the things above men- 
tioned def'mng a professional. 


In future theie will be the sam» 


penalty for lost ball, unplivable ball 
and out of bounds: in other words, 
the player must go back where h.> 
p'aved from and lose stroke and dis- 
tance and a. provisional ball may be 
plaved to save time in each case 


STYMIE RULES 


The stymie definition states that a 


Btvmie (s !aid when both balls are on 
the putting rreen and the opponent's 
riall lies in any position which 
the 


player regards as Interfering with his 
line to the hole, provided the balls he 
not within six inches of each other. 
The rule than provides that "if the 
opponent lay the player a otjmie the

lays himself a stymie the rule docs 
not apply.
